ATTEMPTED 
MURDER 


Without calling on. counsel for 
the Crown In the appeal of John 
Raphael Russell (28), the son of 
Mr. Hamer Russell, M.P., for the 
Brightslde Division of Sheffield, 
the Court of Criminal Appeal in 
London immediately — delivered: 
judgment, 


In announcing that the appeal 
had failed, Lord Hewart, anid the 
‘jury were entitled to sny that the 
facts were consistent with the 
desire of the appellant that: Misa 
Leadbeater should drown. * 

Ruasell was convicted at Leeds 
Asalzes, before Mr. Justice Atkin- 
son, of attempting to murder Carol 
Havard Leadbeater,’ a: Sheflleld: 
seerctary, and was sentenced — to 
flve years’ penal servitude. « 

Ktussell and Miss Leadboater had 
been friends for five years, and 
secretly engaged for two . years, 
and the allegation was. that they 
had also been on intimate torms. 

The proaccution arserted that on 
the evening of July 30 last they 
motored «together to Walkerith, 
Lincas., 37 miles from ShefMeld, 
There, after a “allly quarrel” as 
she put it, he “ran her down: the 
bank of the River Trent into the 
water. nnd) drove away.” She 
struggled ashore and rought 
refuge in a nearby house. At the 
trial Miss Leadbeater stated that 

“she wag sure that Russell did not 
Intend ‘to murder her, while 
Russell himself swore that she 
jumped into the water with a re- 
mark about “ending it all now.” 

‘Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., con- 
cluded a seven hours’ speech to 
the Court) on Ruaeell’s behalf. 

When the Court sat the next dny, 
Lord Hewart sald to Mr. ‘Arthur 
Morley, K.C., for the Crown :-— 
“Upon fall consideration of this

The jury, he anid, were entitled 
fo arrive at the conclusion that, 
despite the girl’s repeated efforts 
to shicld Russell, the truth had 
leaked out, notwithstanding the in- 
‘tention of both of them to cover 
up the truth by a false story. 

On the whole of the facta the 
jury wore entitled to say that they 
were only consistent with the 
desire of Russell that Miss Lead- 
beater should drown, 

Concluding, Lord Hewart said 
the Court did not accept tho sub- 
mission that the case should have 
doen withdrawn from the jury, and 
that thore was no evidence other 

. than the,. reluctant testimony of 
Miss Leadbeater which they could 
accept. 

Aa Lord Howart announced that 
the appeal would bo dismissed, 
Russell looked towards his parents, 
Ho ‘accepted - the decision with 
fortitude, and was at once removed 
to the cells. ' Hie father sat star- 
ing fixedly in front of him, while 
Mrs, Russell _ quictly shod. tears, 
Afer a minute or so they left the 
Court, Mra.

Unconsciousness is a feature, of 
course, belonging to many types 
of ilness, Its technical namo is 
coma By this we mean a slecdp- 
like state which differs from natu- 
ral sleep in that the individual iz 
not rouscable by the application of 
stimuli which would awaken. a 
natural sleeper, 


CASES OF POISONING 


‘In severe states. of bacterial 
poisoning coma occurs and Is al- 
ways of grave moment. An exam- 
ple of purposely induced coma jis 
met with in the induction of 
general anaesthesia, . Inflamma- 
-ljon-of-the- brain -Gneningitis)— is 
frequently associated with deep 
insensibility, and in some forms of. 
this serious malady, after months 
of wavering in. the unconscious 
state, between life and death, re- 
vovery ‘takes place. 


In everyday life instances of 
coma are provided by the poi- 
sonous action of drugs, often taken 
by individuals racked by lack of 
sleep. The dangerous misuse of 
the barbituric narectic drugs has 
provided many tragic instances of 
death of this type. 7 


Sometimes the body manufac- 
tures its own poisons to cauge in- 
sensibility, and poisoning of this 
order is met with in diabetes and 
in cases of severe kidney disease. 


A final word must be said about 
the state of trance. Here there 
is profound unconsciousness which 
may endure for years, but in this 
instance the state of unconscious- 
ness is ea rouseable one, and the: 
patient may be induced to sit up

Without calling on, counsel for 
‘tthe Crown in the appeal of John 
Raphne) Ruaselt (28), the son of 
Mr, Hamer Russell, M.P., for the 


Brightside Division of Shofiield, 
the Court of Criminal Appeal in 
London immedintely delivered. 
judgment, 


In announcing that the appeal 
had failed, Lord Hewart said the 
jury were entitled to say that the 
facts were consistent with tho 
desire of tho appellant that Miss 
Leadbeater should drown, 

Russell was convicted at Leeds 
Assizes, before Mr, Justice Atkin- 
gon, of nltempting to murder Carol 
Havard) Leadbeater, a “Sheffield 
_ secretary, and was sentenced to 
five yenrs’ penal servitude. 

Russell and Miss Leadboater had 
been friends for five years, and 
accretly engaged for two years, 
and the allegation was that they 
had also been on intimate tors. 

The prosecution asserted that on 
the evoning of July 80 Inat they 
motored » together to Walkerith, 
Lincs, 37 miles from Sheffield. 
There, after a “silly quarrel” as 
she put it, he “ran her down the 
bank of the River Trent into the 
water) and = drove away.” She 
struggled ashore and sought 
refuge in a nourby house. At the 
trial Miss Leadbeater stated that 
she wna sure that Russell did not 
intend to murder her, while 
Russell himself swore that, she 
jumped into the water with a re- 
Mark about “ending it all now.” 

Mr. Norman Uirkett, K.C., con- 
cluded a seven hours’ speech to 
the Court) on Russell's behalf. 
. When the Court-sat the next day, 
Lord Hewart said to Mr. Arthur 
Morley, K.C,, for the Crown:— 

“Upon full consideration of’ this 


case and the arguments presented - 


by Mr. Birkett, we have come to 
the conclusion that we need not 
trouble you.” 

Lord Hewart then delivered the 
judgment of the Court. 

Russell atood with his hands be- 
hind him, hia father listened with 
his chin in the palm of his right 
hand, while Mrs. Russell sat bolt 
upright, with pale and = anxivus 
face,

jeout Hewart sald Russell plead-

:on Miss Leadbeater to procure a 
miscarringe and to aiding and 
abetting the commission of that 
offence, --He--was sentenced .to. 21 
months’ imprisonment In the 
* Second Division, to run concurrent- 
ly with the term of five years’ 
penal servitude passed on him for 
attempted murder. The appeal 
was only against the conviction 
for attempted murder. 

Lord Howart said Miss Lead- 
better was in the witness-box 
anxious, as must have been ap- 
parent to the jury, to shield aq 
cused, the man who had been her 
lover, There she qualified, denied, 
subtracted from her evidence, but 
dt was obvious that when she spoke 
on January 5 she told what she

AIR ATTACK 
PRECAUTIONS. 

In common with the people of 
other countries in Europe, 
Britons at Home are joining in 
what, has been described as 
“dodging the bombs.” ‘They are 
being taught to don gas-masks 
and scuttle off underground on 
the approach of “enemy” air- 
craft, leaving their cities more 
or less invisible to the airmen 
above. There is nothing comic 
or amusing. about this. business, 
which is being taken very seri- 
ously everywhere. In Germany, 
France, America, Italy and 
Britain, air forces have been in- 
creased—in some cases they have 
even been doubled, Aircraft 
factories. are working at full 
pressure turning out bombers 
and fighters. Pilots and obser- 


_ [vers are being. trained post-haste. 


We are being reminded that “it 
is well for the man in the street 
to know that there iy no power on 
earth that can prevent him from 
being bombed. Whatever people 
may tell him, the. bomber _ will 
always get through’ . . There 
is no defence except’ offence, 
which means that you have to 
kill more women and’ children 
more quickly than the enemy. in 
order to save yourself.” That is 
Mr. Baldwin’s analysis of . the 
present situation, and that is the 
reason why civilians are re- 
hearsing for the “real thing’— 
though fortunately the rehear- 
sals lack the greater part of the 
“local colour” of a real air raid. 
Whether the rehearsals can be 
effective against a massed attack 
by'the great bombers of to-day—. 
which are as different from the 
bombers of 1918 as the modern 
rifle is’ from the blunderbuss— 
only a real air attack could show. 
For one cannot rehearse the 
panic which would seize the vast 
population of any large city in 
the event of'a real raid with 
modern bombers. But at least 
they serve to remind all and 
every one of us of the fact that 
the only real defence against air 
attack is to ensure that such 
attack shall never be delivered. 
The events of past months have 
served to bring people every- 
whero face to face with the im- 
minent perit of acrial warfare. 
For that very reason, there are 
better chances of an air agree- 
ment to-day than at any time 
since the war. Europe may -be, 
in Mr. Baldwin’s phrase, a mad- 
house, but at least the madhouse 
ig not yet filled with homicidal 
Wanlies.

Tt. was agreeing to leave mediation 
of the Chaco dispute to five’ South 
American countries... Apparently 
the disposition in Geneva is to follow 
asimilar course in’ Africa, So far 
it has been’ left to extra-League 
;diplomacy. If this course Is eon- 
tinued, ft will soon be clear that 
the League does snot opernte in 
Asia, Ameoricn or Afrien, How 
long, then, will it retain any utility 
in| Europe? ‘To oan unofticial 
observer it would appear that every 
nation which recognises the need 
for collctive peace xction should 
seek to strengthen the genuine 
collective system represented in the 
Geneva ideal. World opinion may 
not have become very vocal on this 
quarrel, but it is definite. There 
is the usual condemnation of a bully 
and in addition a suspicion that the 
bully has been given a free hand by 
other powers for selfish reasons, 
If marshalled through the League, 
this judgment might be strong: 
enough to cause even Tl Duce to 
question whether the’ game were 
worth the candle. Surely there is 
sume better guarantee of peace 
than rain?”

It cannot 
afford to offend its powerful ad- 
herenta further. But perhaps if, 
America were a sworn defender ‘of 
the peace of the world, « member 
of the fraternity at Geneva which, 
in spite of its faults and its un- 
javoidable weaknesses, does try to 
stop wars and defend riinoritics, 
there would be fewer challenges

CRIME CASES

At. Chesterfield Police Court 
not long ago a cinematograph 
film taken by a police cons 
table: was produced in evid- 
ence—for the first time in the 
history of British justice. 

{The posnibliittes and limit- 
ations of the cinema ns an ald 
to erlme detectlon are dis- 
cussed in the folowing article. 


CIENCE with all its innovations 
js fast becoming the hand- 
malden of Justice. Tho latest 


. development is the introduction of 


the technique of the cinema into 
the courts of law to secure the 
conviction of ofehders. ‘The enter- 
prise shown by the Chief Constable 
of Chesterfield in causing a film to 
be prepared as evidence has given 
those concerned with the adminis- 
tration of the Iuw much to think 
about. What they are asking is 
—How far can a film be accepted 
na triatworthy evidence? .Noth- 
ing, they know, is more untruc 
than the old saying “a photograph 
cannot He.” Modern photography, 
particularly of the kind associnted 
with film cameras, is: among the 
rent deceptions of the world. It 
ean almost prove that black is 
white. That is hardly a character- 
intic of an impeccable witness; and 
it Is from that angle that. those 
whose duty it is to see that justice 
is done mist regard it. TL have haut 
the opportunity of discussing this 
problem with some ofthe leading 
authorities in this country. This 
ja what a clerk of assize says: 


While Lam not prepared to say 
that sueh evidence as could be pro- 
vided by a cinematograph film 1s 
not admissible, 1 do say that ip will 
have to be regarded with the great- 
est cure and caution, 


“Criminals rarely advertise the 
fact that they are about to com- 
mit a crime, and it [s hardly con- 
ceivnble that a reliable human wit- 
nesg equipped with a cine-camern 
would be on the spot when a crime 
is committed, unless possessed of 
pre-knowledge. It is this ‘pre- 
knowledge’ that cpens the door to 
doubt—it is capable of so much 
which may be turned to damning 
‘evidence’ by photography. 


“Then, too, it must be remem- 
bered that a film cannot be cross- 
examined, and if deliberately pro- 
duced by a witness, that witness 
will be prepared for any eventuality 
at the hands of counsel, | - 


“There is just ‘one other point; 
Tam not at all sure that His 
Majesty's judges’ will- regard with 
favour any attempt on a large scale 
to turn their courts into cinema 
theatres.” ; ee fe,” ig

Curiously enough, I find that the 
deception of which. photography is 
capable is the strong point made 
by those who would be thought to 
champion the’ film—those engaged 
in the ‘cinema industry itself. 
Aware of what.they accomplish in 
the studios, they are not prepared 
to sny, that a film can be accepted 
at its face value without ‘very 
strong wnd independent support- 
ing testimony. That, too, is the 
attitude of criminal lawyers with 
whom I have discussed the matter.

They hold that: while tt is common 
practice to necept a “still” photo- 
graph as evidence, there can bo no 
objection to cine-films, 
Alive to the fact that photographs 
can be “doctored” but consider the 
risk. Involved in faking evidgnea 
of this kind would be too great un- 
leas, of course, the Issues Involved 
‘were tremendously important to 
somebody possessed of unlimited 
money. ‘Even then," a well- 
known practitioner told me, 
think the lawyers would be able 
to get at the truth by cross-examin- 
ing the human witness who ten- 
dered the film as evidence.” When 
all these pros and cons are con- 
sidered the fact remains that the 
court is competent to accept any 
evidente which’ will satisfy the 
judgg and jury or the magistrates 
trying the case. They are the 
nasesdors of fact, and it has to bo 
admitted that at Chesterfield the 
chairman of the justices sald, 
“The film was most convincing ‘to 
the Bench,” although, it must be 
added, the defendants protested 
that it was by ‘no means satisfac. 
tory.

Actually the credit- for the appli- 
cation of cinematography fo the 
detection of crime inthis country, 
is claimed by ex-Detective-Inspec- 
tor Charles Leach, of Scotland 
Yard. By its means at the Gulld- 
hall Police Court, London, Inat year 
he secured the conviction of three 
men on a‘charge of theft. This, 
however, was one of those cases 
in which it was known that a crime 
was being committed and the difll- 
culty was to identify the offenders; 
the cine-camera, skilfully used, 
solved the problem. This is the 
field in which cinematography will 
probably play a great) part, al- 
though doubtless it is not beyond 
the possibilities of seience to pro- 
duce aw cine-camera which will 
opernte in subdued light and keep 
wotch und guard over jewellers’ 
safes and bankers’ strong rooms 
That, 
however, ian matter for the future, 
In the hands of the official police 
a film camera can-no doubt be used 
to great advantage in eatablishing 
identity and associatton—-it hag 
even been suggested that a cine- 
talking apparatus should be in- 
ataHed at Scotland Yard for the 
purpose of recording the voluntary 
confessions of persons accused of 
crime, But in the hands of un- 
; scrupulous people, engaged perhaps 
on divorce inquiries, it can be made 
an instrument for, defeating the 
ends of justice, i .
